In  case  of  the  larger  cities,  samples  of  water 
should  be  collected  and  sent  to  the  San  Juan  hospital  for  analysis.  For  this  pur¬ 
pose  not  less  than  one  gallon  is  needed,  which  should  be  placed  in  a  «new  demi- 
john»  and  closed  with  a  «new  cork.)
